hjow lo use and respect fife; train those of alj ages 
bow to reach safely in the event of fire; and have 
at least two esc.ipe routes from every room— 
'rputes well known by every member of the family. 

"Keep your home free of lire hazards through 
rj-gular check-ups" is the admonition from local fire- 
■- men. Aware of where fires are most likely Id start 
_ tmd what conditions breed them, the firefighters 

stand ready for inspections or for consultation with 
Quad-City residents.
